RuMsians Join In Allied Offensive OR 


Salonika Front, Parla Reports. 


Dolran has been set on flre by the 


allied bombardment, according to an 
official despatch from Salonika,

"On the Struma river front, British

CIVILIZED GOVERNMENT may be said to be 


Classified under two distinct heads: the gov- 
ernment that is the rule of a class and impos- 


es upon the people precepts for their conduct, not 
according to their own desires or ideas, but accord- 
ing as to what the governing class thinks most ben- 
eficial; and government by the people themselves 
through elected representatives who enact such laws 
public opinion demands.

these purposes is the State Senate, which on account 
of its small size is the more easily controlled of the 
two parts of the General Assembly of Pennsylvania. 


By electing THOS. J. BRERETON, of Cham- 


bersburg, candidate for State Senator, to that office, 
two most important things will be accomplished; the 
strengthening of the, minority party which will tend 
to act as a control of the machine and the sending to 
the Senate a man who is not the mere tool of the 
"corrupt gang" so scathingly denounced by Elihu 
Root. 


But, THOS. J. BRERETON does not depend 


merely upon such a negative platform as that of de- 
nunciation of the opposition. 
He offers for the con- 


sideration of the electate a record of real and mate- 
rial achievement that calls for hearty public appro- 
val. 


In 1910 he was elected to the Town Council by

ceedings could be commended to free the turnpike be- 
fore the celebration opened, in connection with Mr. 
Harvey G-anoe, Secretary of the Motor Club, Mr. Brere- 
ton had a telegram sent to Commissioner Bigelow urging 
that in view of the desirability of free roads on that oc- 
casion, immediate action be taken and in reply Commis- 
sioner Bigelow sent his deputy who' at once instituted 
the proceedings that resulted in the removal of every 
toll gate on the seventy-five miles of turnpike the day 
before the great Gettysburg Semi-centennial celebration 
began. 


In view of such public services and of such freedom 


from boss control Mr. Brereton confidently appeals to 
the electorate of Adams and Franklin counties in his

/J^IVILIZED GOVERNMENT may be said to be 
W Classified under two distinct lieads: tine gov­ 
ernment that is the rule of a class and impos­ 
es upon the people precepts for their conduct, not 
according to their own desires or ideas, but accord­ 
ing as to what the governing class thinks most ben­ 
eficial; and government by the people themselves 
through elected representatives who enact such laws 
public opinion demands. 


In Pennsylvavia this latter system, which is 
what the constitution contemplates, has long been 
under the control, not only under one party, but of a 
small but powerful portion of that party organized 
into a smoothly working machine. 


This machine has neither been run for the ben­ 
efit of the people whether they would or not, nor to 
carry out their desires as public opinion demands, 
but purely for personal gain of a favored class and 
the individual advantage of those who control the 
machine. 
No progressive legislation that :an possibly be 
opposed is allowed to get through and what may not 
safely be opposed is delayed in the enacting and 
mutilated in passage. 


The principal agent used by the machine for 
these purposes is the State Senate, which on account 
of its small size is the more easily controlled of the 
two parts of the General Assembly of Pennsylvania. 


By electing THOS. J. BRERETON. of Cham- 
bersburg, candidate for State Senator, to that office, 
two most important things will be accomplished; the 
strengthening of th^ minority party which will tend 
to act as a control of the machine and the sending to 
the Senate a man who is not the mere tool of the 
“ corrupc gang” so scathingly denounced by Elihu 
Root. 
But, THOS. J. BRERETON does not depend 
merely upon such a negative platform as that of de­ 
nunciation of the opposition. 
He offers for the con­ 
sideration of the electate a record of real and mate­ 
rial achievement that calls for hearty public appro­ 
val. 
In 1910 he was elected to the Town Council bv 
an overwhelming majority in the Second ward of 
Chambersburg, where he lives 
He was chosen 
President of that body and served as such for a pe­ 
riod of nearly four years. 


Previous to his election he had issued a circular 
letter in which he pledged himself, if elected, to use 
his best efforts to secure a supply of pure v/ater from 
the mountains, eleven miles distant, to replace the 
impure creek water pumped into the mains; a sys­ 
tem of sewers satisfactory to the State Health De­ 
partment, to take the place of the individual cess­ 
pools that were polluting the so il; the paving of the 
streets of the business part of the town and the sub­ 
stitution of an elevated railroad for the tracks of the 
V. R. R. that traversed at grade an important 


street, making it dangerous to life an^ inconvenient 
to traffic by reason of the numerous delays due to 
the large growth of the business of that railroad. 
There were also other improvements of less impor­ 
tant character. 


All of these improvements were consumated 
during the term of Mr. Brereton’s office and that they 
were successful was due in no small measure to his 
long experience as a civil engineer and to his effi­ 
ciency as an executive. 


This is the only elective office that Mr. Brereton 
has ever held, but public service did not stop there. 
In every movement for the betterment of conditions 
and the welfare of the community he has been con­ 
spicuously active both by cantributing of his means 
and by personal activity and work. 


More than a year before the Gettysburg celebra­ 
tion he instituted the movement that ended in free­ 
ing from toll what is now the Lincoln Highway from 
the Bedford county line through the counties of Ful­ 
ton, Franklin and Adams to the Maryland State line, 
a turnpike road more than seventy-five miles long. 
This was the first turnpike taken over by the State 
under the Sproul law. 


At that time a meeting was called by Mr. Bre­ 
reton, who was then President of the Chambers­ 
burg Motor Club, at which were present nearly two hun­ 
dred men who lived on or adjacent to the turnpike. 
Hierhway Commissioner Bigelow was present and a great 
deal of entliusiasm was created by his promise to free 
the read at an early date. 
But after many months had passed and no progress 
made, the time of the Gettysburg celebration approach­ 
ed 
Fmally upon the last day that condemnation pro­ 
ceedings could be commended to free the turnpike be­ 
fore the celebration opened, in connection with Mr. 
Harvey Ganoe, Secretary of the Motor Club, Mr. Brere­ 
ton had a telegram sent to Commissioner Bigelow urging 
that in view of the desirability of free roads on that oc­ 
casion, immediate action be taken and in reply Commis­ 
sioner Bigelow sent his deputy who at once instituted 
the proceedings that resulted in the removal of every 
toll gate on the seventy-five miles of turnpike the day 
before the great Gettysburg Semi-centennial celebration 
began. 
In view of such public services and of such freedom 
from boss control Mr. Brereton confidently appeals to 
the electorate of Adams and Franklin counties in his 
candidacy for their support on election day,

The literature of autobiography has all the charm of 
a novel °with the added interest that the story is true. 
The student s 


temptation is to read simply to enjoy the fascinating material as one 
usually reads good fiction. There is, of course, considerable \aiue ex en 
in such reading, but the fruit of the work can be multiplied many time* 
by active study. In each text the student should discover the central 
problem and classify the subordinate ones in relation thereto. He should 
then proceed to form a clear view of the type of personality presented 
and the causes and conditions of its development. 
Next, the uho.o 


achievement of the life, subjective and objective, should be estimated. 
Such test questions as these should be asked: "How far would you your- 
self be willing to live such a life? What is, the worth of the character's 
whole contribution to the world?" 


One's own life should be used constantly as the key with which to 


interpret the various -characters and t>pcs experienced. 
In turn, each 


personality studied should act as a challenge, arousing the student s 
active reflection and deepening his insight into his own life and problems.

Boiled Rice Pudding. 


Wash two cupfuls of rice, add a 


cupful of stoned raisins, cut in halves, 
with a tea.spoonfnl of salt. Tie in a 
pudding cloth, lea\ing plenty of room 
for the rice to swell. Drop into boil- 
ing water and boil until tender. Serve 
with fruit sauce. 


Rice With Cheese. 


Put a layer of cooked rice, n layer 


of grated cheese and tomato sauce or 
hard cooked eggs sliced in thin white 
sauce, then another layer of rice, cover 
with rnimhg and brown in a hot oven. 


Compote of Rice With Peaches. 
Wash two-thirds of a cupful of rice, 


add one cupful of boiling water, and 
steam until the rice has absorbed the 
water, then add one and one-third cup- 
fuls of hot milk, one tcaspoonful of 
salt and a fourth of a cupful of sugar. 
Cook until the rice is soft. Turn into 
a buttered mold and, when shaped, re- 
move and arrange sections of canned 
peaches dipped in chopped nuts or 
"macaroon crumbs. 
Serve with the 


juice from the peaches. Pears may be 
used In place of peaches. 


Casserole of Rice With Meat. 


Boil n cupful of rice until tender, 


chop half a pound of any cold meat, 
season highly with salt and pepper, 
celery salt and a tahlespoonful of 
chopped 
onion, a 
teaspoonful 
of 


chopped parsley, a pinch of marjoram 
and thyme. Add one beaten eg?, two 
tablespoonfuls of fine cracker crumbs 
nnd moisten with hot water or stock. 
Butter a small nYold, line the bottom 
and sides with the rice a half inch 
deep, pack in the meat, then cover 
closely with rice and steam 45 minutes. 
Serve on a platter with tomato sauce 
poured around it.

The most interesting of all siibjocts of Bludy is human lifC) anrl the 
most inptructive of nil problems are those conccrning the development 
of personality and bringing to active realization the powers of individ\ial 
character. 
The science dealing with personal life should be a most 
abso'i-bing subject. The literature of autobiography has all the charm of 
a novel, with the added interest that the story is true. 
The students 
temptation is to read simply to enjoy the fascinating material as one 
usually reads good fiction. There is, of course, considerable value even 
in such reading, but the fruit of the work can be multiplied many times 
by actiA'e study. 
In each text the student should discovpr the central 
problem and classify the subordinate ones in relation thereto. He should 
then proceed to form a clear view of the type of personality presented 
und the. causes and conditions of its development. 
Next, the whole 
achievement of the life, subjective and objective, should be estimated. 
Such test questions as these should be asked: “How far would you your­ 
self be M'illing to live sxich a life? What is the worth of the character’s 
whole contribution to the world?” 
One’s own life should be used constantly as the key with which to 
interpret the various <;haracters and types experienced. 
In turn, each 
personality studied should act as a challenge, arousing the student’s 
active reflection and deepening his insight into his own life and problems.

Rice With Cheese. 
Put a layer of cooked rice, n layer 
of grated cheese and tomato sauce 
hard cooked eggs sliced in thin white 
sauce, then another layer of rice, cover 
with crumbs and brown in a bot oven. 


Compote of Rice With Peaches. 
Wash two-thirds of a cupful of rice, 
add one cupful of boiling water, and 
steam until the rice has absorbed the 
water, then add one and one-third cup­ 
fuls of hot milk, one teaspoonful of 
salt and a fourth of a cupful of sugar. 
Cook until the rice Is soft. Turn into 
a buttered mold and, when shaped, re­ 
move and arrange sections of canned 
peaches dipped in chopped nuts or 
macaroon crumbs. 
Serve with the 
juice from the peaches. Pears may be 
used in place of peaches. 


Caseerofe of Rice With Meat, 
Boil a cupful of rice until tender, 
chop half a pound of any cold meat, 
season highly with salt and pepper, 
celery salt and a tablespoonful of 
chopped 
onion, 
a 
teaspoonful

chopped parsley, a pinch of marjoram 
and thyme. Add one beaten egg, two 
tablespoonfuls of fine cracker crumbs 
and moisten whrh hot water or stock.

Its ses- 
sions had originally been held there, 
but at the time of Paul's visit to 
Athens it often met in the Stoa Basilia, 
the name of a royal portico near the 
market place. Besides the judges the 
public itself was admitted to these 
hearings.

eat and drink, for tomorrow we die,” 
Tlie Stoics believed that character was 
developed by self-denial, not self-denial 
for the sake of others but self-denial 
for its own sake.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, arMcle nine of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the 


Senate 
and House of 
Representa- 


tives of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania in General Assembly met, 
and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, That the Con- 
stitution 
of the Commonwealth of 


Pennsylvania, in accordance with the 
provisions of the eighteenth article 
thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 


Eight. 


That section eight of article nine 


of the Constitution be amended by 
striking out the said section and in- 
serting in place thereof the follow- 
ing:— 


Section 8. The debt of any coun- 


ty, city, borough, township, school 
district, or other municipality or in- 
corporated district, except as pro- 
vided herein, and In section fifteen 
of this article, shall never exceed 
seven (?) per centum upon the as- 
sessed value of the taxable property 
therein, but the debt of the city of 
Philadelphia may be increased 
In 


such zimount that the total city debt 
of said city shall not exceed ten 
per centum (10) upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property there- 
in, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or 
increase 
its indebtedness 
to 
an 


amount exceeding two (2) per cent- 
um upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the consent of the 
electors thereof at a public election 
in such manner as shall be provid- 
ed by law. In ascertaining' the bor- 
rowing capacity of the said city c< 
Philadelphia, 
at 
any 
time, 
there 


shall be excluded from the calcula- 
tion and deducted from such debt 
so much of the debt of said city 
as shall have been incurred, and the 
proceeds thereof invested, in any 
public improvements of any 
char- 


acter wlilch shall be yielding to 
the said city an annual current net 
revenue. 
The amount of such de- 


duction shall be ascertained by cap- 
italizing the annual 
net 
revenue 


from such improvement during the 
year immediately preceding the time 
of 
such ascertainment; 
and 
such 


capitalization shall be estimated by 
ascertaining 
the 
principal amount 


which would yield such annual, cur- 
rent net revenue, at the average rate 
of interest, and sinking-fund charges 
payable upon the indebtedness in- 
curred by said city for such pur- 
poses, up to the time of such ascer- 
tainment. 
The method of determin- 


ing such amount, so to be deducted, 
may be prescribed by the General 
Assembly. 
In 
incurring indebted- 


ness for any purpose the city o£ 
Philadelphia may issue its obliga- 
tions maturing not later than fifty 
(50) years from the date thereof, 
with 
provision for a 
sinking-fund 


sufficient to retire said obligations 
at maturity, the payment to such 
sinking-fund to be in equal or grad- 
ed annual or other periodical instal- 
ments. 
Where 
any 
indebtedness 


shall be or shall have been incurred 
by said city of Philadelphia for the 
purpose of the construction or im 
provement of public works of any 
character from which income or rev- 
enue is to be derived by said city, 
or for the reclamation of land to be 
used In the construction of wharves 
or docks owned or to be owned by 
said city, such obligations may be In 
an amount sufficient to provide for, 
and may Include the amount of, the 
interest 
and 
sinking-fund charces 


accruing and which 
may accrue 


thereon throughout the 
period 
of 


construction, and until the expira- 
tion of one year after the comple- 
tion of the work for which said in- 
debtedness shall 
have been incur- 


red; and said city shall not be re- 
quired to levy a tax to pay said In- 
terest and sinking-fund charges as 
required by section ten, article nine 
of tho Constitution of Pennsylvania 
until the expiration of said period 
of one year after the completion o) 
said work.

3. To bring the school life of the 
boy into closer relationship to his 
home life. 
i. To assist in the development of 
the spirit of co-operution in the fami­ 
ly and in tho coinmunlty, 
... To dignify and magnify the voca­ 
tion of the farmer by domonstratmg 
tho returns which may be secured 
from farming when it is properly con- 
'lucted. 
(!. To enlarge tke vision of the boy 


and to give him definite purposes a( 
an important period in his life. 
7. To furnish.to the aggressive, pro­ 
gressive rural schoolteacher an oppor­ 
tunity to vitalize the work of the 
school b r correlating the teaching ol 
agriculture with actual practice, ’ 
Tho aim of the boys' club work Is 
the same as that among men—^via, tc 
secure the adoption of better method« 
of farming and greater yields at loss 
cost. Many of the boys in the clubs 
who begin to study agi'iculturo In this 
way will continue the study in tho ag 
ricultural colleges; others will con 
tinue such efforts on their fai'ms, ano 
all of them will make more useful and 
more elliclent citizens. From the pleas 
ant and protltable experience of own­ 
ing and managing their small plats 
thoy will develop into independent, tu 
telltoeut farmer«.
